Depicting relationships 
between two people, it was captivatingly 
sensual. 

In conjunction with FIND is a veritable 
orgy of extended activities. At Complexe 
Desjardins a lunchtime scries of free public 
performances called Dance Break will be 
offered daily. It will showcase the nwe 
generation of up and coming talent on 
Montreal’s dance scene. Throughout the 
festival arc lectures, meetings with the cho- 
reographers, and professional workshops 
for enquiring minds who want to know. 

At Cinéma Parallèle, you can catch a 
scries of films and videos entitled Images / 
Movements that will ran from the Septem- 
ber 23 to 30. In addition, exhibitions of 
photographs and drawings as well as a 
huge street dance this Saturday at Place des 
Arts (on Blcury) promises to attract only 
the hip, guarantee a sensational festival for 
even the cranky.

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Too absorbed 
with the wine 

While three-quarters of people are agape at the proposed Sales And 
Services Tax , Canada’s Boorgcoisic can only shake its head at them in 
dismay. Finance minister Michael Wilson, Head Boor and Big Macaroni, 
is perplexed that people with no money aren’t jumping at the chance to 
deliver 9 per cent more of what they spend into federal coffers. 

Under the Refundable Tax Credit , ventures Wilson, the materially 
poor will be even better off. All lilting voice, the Big Noodle ignores the 
fact that, since the credit is poorly protected against inflation, the tax 
monster will soon be nibbling away at the bread and butlerof working folk 
throughout the Far and Wide. 

This problem bites the poor even more, since Wilson predicts an 
increase of 2.5 points in the inflation rate, driving it to 7.5 per cent. This 
increase will be a “one-time” blip, he says, as long as workers do not seek 
wage increases to make up for their lost income. Wilson asks a lot of 
Canadians, considering his own six-figure income. No doubt, inflation 
will hit double figures after this tax takes effect, bringing a new surge in 
interest rates and unemployment. 

During the current House of Commons finance committee hearings, 
Toronto tax lawyer Wolfe Goodman scoffed at the ponderous Canadian 
taxpayer’s opposition to the tax. “It would be a disaster if uneducated 
public opinion were allowed to derail the government’s plans," he said. 

Goodman paid no mind to the Vasily Expanded Booreaucracy that will 
administer the new tax. “From 9 thousand to 10 thousand more civil 
servants will be needed," according to Goodman’s own cautious estimate. 
Anyone who thinks Goodman was influenced by the fact that the new red 
tape will send confused Canadians flying to his firm for tax advice is... 
well, just being silly. 

But among those silly ones critical of the Mulroney Tax Boorishness 
arcsuch cstablishmcntarians as theToronto Home Builders’ Association, 
the Business Council on National Issues, and Edmonton’s Chamber of 
Commerce. The establishment^ Conference Board of Canada has 
issued a study saying there will be over two hundred thousand fewer jobs 
after four years of the tax. 

B ul all is not lost In Canada, an obvious group of above-it-all people 
can bemilked. Canadian familicscaming over S75 thousandaycarowncd 
93 per cent of stock holdings in 1984, according to Statistics Canada. The 
same reports indicate the richest 20 per cent of Canadians earn over nine 
times what the poorest 20 per cent earn , a situation which hasn’t much 
changed since 1951. 

It’s clear whom the Noodlehcads in Ottawa should be taxing. Of 
course, they’re all probably too absorbed in the Ottawa Citizen’s wine 
column to notice much about die troubled world around them— dial 
working Canadians arc being wiped out.

Slower than pus from an oozing 
wound, weaker than a snot, and 
incapable of arousing a cokehead 
(after the first twelve minutes), 
Mellow Madness Productions’ 
Festival of Animation crawls its 
way into The Rialto this Friday, 
September 22 to Thursday, Octo- 
ber 5. 

Not to say that the Festival is a 
total washout, but the best part of 
the Festival consists of the first two 
films. Super man — The Builders, 
and The Thing That Lurked in the 
Tub. Some obscure sense of bal- 
ance dictated tiiatall the films that 
follow are either boring arty stuff 
or just simply amusing sequences. 
Personally, I love animation but I 
would find it hard to shell out 6 
bucks for something that would be 
of primary interest only to people 
in the animation biz. 

Superman — The Bullctcrs is 
dated from 1941 (although the 
Festival organizer dude-with-the- 
bcard [as opposed to the Festival 
organizer dudc-with-thc-funny- 
hair-who-has-nolhing-bcttcr-lo-do- 
but-call-himsclf-Spider-cvcn 
though-his-rcal-name-is-Drew] 
thinks it’s from 1942) and the art- 
work by Superman original artist 
Max Fleischer is excellent. 

A further digression is needed 
here: The current ‘trend’ in graphic 
design consists of those images that 
have the general look of those old- 
typecommunistpostcrs (you know, 
with Lenin looking up into the 
bright, brilliant commie future, or 
those with the ever-faithful Chi- 
nese workers in their green cover- 
alls, shovel in hand). 

Now, any designers who might 
happen to come across this film 
will probably have orgasms. Which 



is say that Fleischer’s renderings 
are fantastically right on with the 
current trends (almost 50 years 
later). 

Back to the story. As might be 
expected with a cartoon that’s half 
a century old, the dialogue is so 
way off that it is hysterical — like 
Clark Kent’s wimpy voice, and 
clichés and masculine bravery. The 
storyline itself is a simplish tale of 
crime, dudes cruising around in a 
land/sca/air armoured car shaped 
like a bullet wreaking havoc in the 
sedate streets of Metropolis dc- 
mhnding bucks and destruction. 

Keep in mind dial the clip was 
produced in America during World 
War II, so don’t be too suprised 
when, in the final scene we see a 
rather large billboard in the fore- 
ground telling us to buy Defense 
Bonds. 

Next up is the best film of the 
festival, the 3 minute The Thing 
That Lurked in the Tub. Produced 
by the same company that brings 
the festival all over North America 
(Mellow Madness Productions), 
this sordid little story is, is .... ex- 
cellent, funny, and coolly drawn. 

Drawn by David Watson, of Cal 
Art, The Thing pokes fun at aging 
rockers, underwear, monsters and 
Sunday morning shaving. So funny 
and well-paced that I didn’t even 
have lime to take notes. 

And that’s part of llic problem 
with the Festival. Their most enter- 
taining clip is right up front, so that 
while the rest of the films arc 
amusing and interesting in their 
own right, they don’t just match 
The Thing’s power. 

Having said that and due to 
limited constraints which would be 
unnecessary to list, I will just pres- 
ent a quick glib comment on each

Let’s make nostalgia a tiling of 
the past! This is one of the many 
themes Theatre Shmcatrc has pro- 
moted, which is not unusual for a 
group which focuses on spontane- 
ous happenings. That is, they arc an 
improvisational troupe, now pre- 
senting their third edition of Poli- 
tics Shmolitics. 

Here’s how it works: two groups 
of actors will act out scenes or 
locations which the audience sug- 
gests. Then a panel of judges con- 
sisting of leaders of the parties 
running in the election will vote on 
the outcomes of the scenes. As 
Albert Nercnbcrg, a member of 
Theatre Shmcatrc explained, “For 
instance, a location might be [Pre- 
mier] Robert Bourassa’s tub. If at 
the end of the scene, he ends up 
falling down the drain, Liberals 
might not find it so funny. In skits 
more complicated than this, voting 
may reveal biases.” 

The idea of this presentation is 
not so much to make an overtly 
political comment on any of the 
candidates, but more to have a bit 
of harmless fun. “It’s right before 
theelcction,’’Nercnbcrg continued, 
“so there’s not really a chance to 
change votes. But during their 
campaigns, the politicians give so 
many speeches, this is an opportu- 
nity to speak back a bit. Also, this 
will allow them to break their 
chronically un-hip image to stu- 
dents and young people." 

Some of the issues brought up 
will be: if Bourassa wins his twelve 
years in office will he confuse 



himself as the King of Québec? 
And by the way, is he a robot or 
does he just appear that way? Is the 
Liberal party really comprised of 
aliens (a sneaking suspicion of 
Shmcatrc members)? 

Theatre Shmcatrc has made up a 
set of improv games which they 
call Shmeatre. At this performance 
of Politics Schmolitics, they will 
perform some of these games. One 
is "A Day in the Life,” where the 
politicians will mention three things 
they did that day. When the troupe 
re-enacts these things, it is likely a 
few alterations will be made. An- 
other is “Media Sensation,” deal- 
ing with scnsationalizaiion of news 
and events. “Scxualization” is a 
game dial recognizes die fact that 
ideas of sex seem to fall intosirangc 
and unusual places in our essen- 
tially non-scxual world. In this, die 
polidcians will read theirplatforms 
and the actors will do die most sexy 
rendition possible, csscndally turn- 
ing politics into sex. 

This group has been around for 
five years now, ranging from a core 
membership of six to a loose group 
of 40. They have branched into 
plays as well as improv for some 
productions. One of theirlastshows 
was Boomers about 60s nostalgia, 
to which they are opposed. They 
promote “Love die Era you’re 
With!” and “Just Say Now!" And 
have semi-officially begun the 
Nadonal Canadian Association for 
the Advancement of Time. 

The group has tried to take 
improv in a different direction than 
thcso-callcd, “LA/Jock" style many 
other groups use, which they felt 



promoted male bonding and sports 
sort of behaviour. 

Through improv experiments, 
they discovered dial men and 
women behave differendy on stage. 
Women tended to define a space 
and scene as soon as the action 
began, according to the troupe. 
Charactcrizadon is very important, 
even in the brief period of a skit. 
Men, on the other hand, tended to 
bound into a scene with more ag- 
gression and occupy the stage more 
dominantly. 

In order to combat this, they 
tried some new “games" to recog- 
nize and deal widi die problems. 
One is “Gender Coaching," where 
an actor tells an actor of the oppo- 
site sex how to act as though s/he is 
the odicr gender. Through this, 
social stipulations and prejudices < 
can be brought to light. For in- 
stance, if a woman told a man, 
“Don’t stand with your legs so far 
apart, don’t hold your hands diat 
way....,” people could better under- 
stand thcproblcms society imposes. 

Another game is “Guilty Girl.” 
In this, a woman is on stage while a 
chorus in the background sings of 
things she is meant to feel embar- 
rassed about, ranging from proper 
make-up to having her period. 
Obviously, this is filled with social 
stigmas the group hopes to combat 
by pointing them out. 

Politics Shmolitics will be held 
at Bar Secrets at 20h, Saturday, 
September 23.

TV discovers twilight zone

Students at McGill have hit 
Television airwaves with their 
original works on film and video. 
The pieces were produced by 
members of the Film and Commu- 
nications Department, and they’ve 
been discovered! 

WCFE (Plattsburgh - channel 
57) is pulling these out from their 
hiding place in the basement of the 
Arts Building, and airing thcM on 
Sunday, September 24, at 23h00. 
These works arc from last year’s 
projects, and during the program 
some of the professors involved in 
the programme will make com- 
ments. 

InstructorMaric-CIaudcCabana 
said the students worked with 
“primitive equipment" to produce 
the short works, many with Twi- 
light Zone twists. In one, a woman 
stands up her date because her sis- 
ter is run over by a Greenpeace van 
(is this an environmental protest?). 

Another is a sci-fi fantasy about 
theconciousness-expanding effects 
of connecting the central nervous 
system to a computer, and a rock 
video using images from a McGill 
Drama production of Marlowe’s 
Doctor Faustus. 

Professor Wees commends the 
work, ‘They’re working with mini- 
mal technical experience, and so 
they are experimental, especially 



with the medium." The animation 
was described as the most inven- 
tive but it is all offbeat and unusual 
work. 

McGill’s Film and Commu- 
nications Department, a branch of 
the English Department, has tradi- 
tionaly focused on historical, theo- 
retical and critical approaches to 
film study. 

The department has recently 
added some more technical courses 
in film making, television produc- 
tion, video and sound. They are 
trying to introduce courses with 
practical production work in con- 
junction with the historical and 
critical theme. 

According to Professor Wees, 
students can leam to “be intelligent 
about the media,” and to have 
minimal technical literacy through 
such hands-on courses. They arc 
in no way trying to compete with 
Concordia’s program which tends 
to stress the teehn ical over the theo- 
rctical.

While in Nicaragua, the artists di- 
vided into groups. Each went to a differ- 
ent part of the country to paint: a town in 
theSouth, a coffee farm in the mountains, 
and a village in the war zone. In each 
case, members of the community partici- 
pated in developing the murals, so that 
the artwork reflected the local reality 
rather than the views of the group mem- 
bers. • 

The Walls Say Revolution will be an 
autobiographical documentary. The 
filming was done in Nicaragua, as the 
events occurcd. It will follow the journey 
and end with the group’s return to Mon- 
trai and their sclf-rcfiactions about how 
thccxpcricnce affected them. The viewer 
will sec the country through the eyes of 
Artifact. 

Asals explained, ‘The film tells the 
story of Nicaragua through its pcoplcand 
die kind of society they have. It is a 
comparison between their society and 
ours. It shows what one can accomplish 
with art ands politics," 

The Walls Say Revolution is sched- 
uled to be completed by 1990, but Arti- 
fact has only raised has only raised $46 
889 of its $74 473 budget. When asked 
from where Artifact will receive the rest 
of the funds, Asals was evasive, saying 
only , “We arc doing the rounds by apply- 
ing to different places and for govern- 



ing nccesary to complete the project on 
time. Artifact hasn’t yet received any 
reply from the government, but Asals 
says she is not surprised since the process 
usually takes months. Since 1990 is only 
months away at this point, one would 
hope the funding comes through right 
away. The group went to Nicaragua in 
1985. 

Artifact hopes that when (and if) the 
film is completed, it will provide viewers 
with a different view of Nicaragua than 
the mainstream media have provided. 
However, they also claim the film will 
not be restricted to those specifically 
interested in arts or politics, but will 
appeal to a broaderaudiencc. Ultimately, 
they hope the film will lead people to 
participate in what’s happening in their 
o t wn society. 

They explain that it was the example 
of the Nicaraguan people that inspired 
them to address issues concerning social 
and human rights locally. Montrealers 
can see some of Artifact’s work in Mon- 
tréal on the wall of Librairie Alternative, 
situated on St. Laurent Boulevard. As 
with the mural in Nicaragua, this mural 
was the result of consultation with the 
people involved. Some members of the 
group contributed to a smaller mural at 
Galerie Fokus. The group has completed 
seven murals in all, as well as several 
banners for various social rights groups. 
They participated in publicized events

She also has several hundred mil- 
lion dollars, and with some of that money 
she has established the Canadian Centre 
for Architecture, (CCA). The CCA is 
both gallery and centre for architectural 
research; both museum, and a public 
doorway into the art of the form. 

Lambert not only paid most of die $60 
million price tag for the centre, she also 
donated one of the world’s largest private 
collections of architectural drawings, 
photographs and prints. It is with this 
dowry that she hopes to, “make a case for 
architecture.” 
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It was with Shaughncssy House, an 
historic 19th century greystone, that 
Lambert and architect Peter Rose found 
tire focus for their ambitions. Taking a 
preservationist stance on the City’s 
planned demolition of the landmark, 
Lambert not only saved the building, but 
also found herself with an ideal site for 
her architecture centre. The subsequent 
restoration of Shaughncssy House and 
the building of the CCA on the site 
around it drew attention from the media 
as something to be proud of as a new, 
unique, Canadian institution. 

Much of the praise was lavished on 
Lambert Her blunt, acerbic style and 
ascetic appearance, as well as her back- 
ground, (she is a member of the 
Bronfman family, a fact which she 
doesn’t like to draw attention to), made 
her an interesting story. 

In addition, the CCA complex itself 
provides a study in the architectural 
form- both as a medium of art, and as an 
essential part of urban landscapes. While 



the exhibits at the CCA offer detailed 
views of the design of architecture, its 
expression and its creation, the accomo- 
dations which house these exhibits are 
hard to ignore. 

“I’m interested in the idea of architec- 
ture as integration," Rose told the Globe 
when the CCA first opened, “Integration 
as opposed to buildings as autonomous 
things.” 

What was essential in the architects’ 
approach was the integration of 
Shaugncssy House, traditional in form, 
with the more modem gallery building. 
Lambert and Rose solved this challenge 
by enveloping Shaughncssy House with 
' the main gallery. The research wing and 
the auditorium flank the older building 
on cither side, providing a substitution 
for the neighbours which once sided the 
house. 

By using Trenton granite as an exte- 
rior, the color and texture of S haughnessy 
House is echoed, while an aluminum 
cornice accentuates new versus old; 
modem materials versus the iron scroll- 
work of an older Montreal. 

What is perhaps most unusual about 
the CCA exterior is the fact that it has no 
back entrance. On the southern expo- 
sure, Shaughncssy House faces Dorches- 
ter. Because the architects wanted to 
avoid traffic problems on this busy street, 
they put the main entrance at the ‘back' of 
the complex. 

Here, an almost institutional facade 
creates the problem of neighbourhood 
integration. A line through the center of 
this facing, echoing the ‘party line’ which 
separated the two units of Shaughncssy 
House, as well as the dualism of the 
entranceway and the library window, 
which repeat the two entrance focal 
points of the Dorchester home, provide

Fasten your seatbelt! This article’s 
accelerating into the fantastic world of 
modem German art, presently in Mon- 
tréal as the Blickpunktc exhibit. And 
leave behind naive notions of modem art 
as post-party regurgitation or recon- 
structed construction sites. . . 
Blickpunktc is like nothing you’ve seen 
before. 

Of course, getting Uicrc is a prob- 
lem— the muséed’art contemporain ison 
the Cité du Havre, down the Bonavcnturc 
Highway past the Old Port. 

But should you make it, be prepared 
for drawings, paintings, installations, 
photography and video dial will con- 
vince any sceptics of the excellence of 
modem art. 

Blickpunktc is successful for various 
reasons. Almost all the pieces shown are 
initially attractive — very few leave the 
viewer with the exasperated question, 
“What the hell’s this?" Also, the ex- 



Simple soul wrapped in paint

Wrapped in a patchwork of thick paint 
lies a simple soul that is part animal, part 
human, and part machine. It feels emo- 
tion, expresses discontent, and savours 
bitter ironies. 

Montréal artist John F. Marok builds 
characters with blocks of eclectic colour, 
using paints and collected scraps. He 
refers to his characters as “robots," and 
yet they project something very human. 
Of course, all paradoxes arc intentional, 
and every one of the works in his new 
exhibitspeaks foritsclf. Inboth his paint- 
ings and sculptures, Marok’s approach is 
fresh and playful. Youth and innocence 
arc immediately striking since his works 
arc as free of pretension as they arc of lltc 
restrictions of Realism. 

Marok contends that Realism is sim- 
ply a distortion of the original form be- 
cause it merely presents a hollow image. 
Instead, he finds the heart ol' the subject 
through a more •’free" expression. 



His subjects speak widi a voice jaded 
by human experience, driven by animal 
desires. The human mind becomes the 
arena, our knack for manipulation. With 
the cold city-scape, his vibrant, abstract 
animal images, and the sculptures of 
found “junk”, Marok expresses both fas- 
cination and alienation at our apparent 
need to leave human traces on our envi- 
ronment. 

And also, the scars our self-created 
environment leaves on us is a constant 
dicmc. Marok decries die results of our 
mass-oriented society as mechanization 
and social codes. Rather than seeking 
controversy, Marok is content to present 
an apparendy uncomplicated image 
filled with life and internal human con- 
flicts, as well as the occasional sordoni- 
cism. 

In die unseen communication be- 
tween the artist and medium, Marok 
participates in a certain mystery, an 
enigma also present in his work. He not 
only offers his observations and insights 
through his work, but allows the paint 
and die paper, the piles ol “junk” to 



develop personalities and to embody 
them. 

A metal scrap may be left for weeks 
before being transformed to a bird or 
warrior, or whatever image it eventually 
projccts.Thisreladonship between artist, 
medium, and subject allows for the ele- 
ment of chance diat was so valued by the 
Dada artists of the late 1920s. 

Ultimately, Marok is die one who 
provides the chance, the opportunity for 
colours to play off each other. Hard forms 
must soften or fight to maintain their 
hardness. Marok is the one who chooses 
to concentrate on die conflict between 
vulnerability and manipulation in our 
modem world. 

Because, as he statcs/'Evcntually it’s 
all about one diing, isn’t it? People con- 
trolling nature, people controlling them- 
sclves — the position of power we all 
assume.”

without dirce days to spare; the exhibit is 
basically four secdons, sections that al- 
low viewers to absorb the artwork at their 
own pace but still sec most of it before 
succumbing to “museum fatigue." 
Blickpunkte’s final saving grace is its 
universal appeal — you don’t have to be 
an expert to appreciate this art. 

The idea of the exhibit is to show 
diffcrcniGcrm an artists’ Blickpunktc, or 
pointofview. Thcunitingartist is Joseph 
Beuys, who died in 1986, called one of 
the greatest artists of the 20th century. 
His work, as many of the other artists’, 
reflects an intense concern for the envi- 
ronment. His Ualbzeit or installations, 
document through photography his suc- 
cessful campaign to rip up a concrete lot 
and symbolically plant a tree. Indeed, 
West Germans overall show a high con- 
cern for dteir environment; witness the 
Black Forest’s dilemma and the strong 
support of the Green party. Beuys, 
diough, might be called eccentric: once, 
his head covered with honey and gold 
leaf, he shut himself up in an art gallery to 



explain piclurestoadead hare. However, 
his work shows a belief in affirmative 
action and that individually we can make 
a difference. His other work at 
Blickpunktc, mainly two green chalk- 
boards full of educational explanations 
of the world, show a view that is political 
and instructive. Unfortunately reading 
German is a prerequisite. 



Bcmd and Hilla Bcchcr’s 15 Towers is 
self-explanatory: 15 photographs of an- 
cient mining towers lying unused. They 
represent Germany’s past, but on reflec- 
tion, a Germany that lives on in many 
people’s minds as what Germany is to- 
day. If Blickpunktc is modem Germany, 
though, then this dated stereotype should 
be messily dispelled; right next to 15 
Towers is Anna and Bernhard Blumc’s 
Kuchenkoller, an unnerving, out-of-fo- 
cus montage of animated potatoes as- 
saulting a blurred elderly woman. 
Though humorous, it contains a menac- 
ing undertone that subsists after the 
laughter dies down. 



Some other unnerving pieces include 
Schulte’s The School and Rulhcnbcck’s 
two disturbing pieces that play with 
space, form, balance and light. 

Imi Knoebcl’s DDR uses a simple 
natural wood wall with several crossed 
pieces of wood protruding from behind to 
create an unaggressive display thatgives 
a simple interpretation of East Germany 
(DDR), and the viewer is ultimately curi- 
ous of what lies behind “the wall." 

Pieces byMcrzandMctzclarcalsoof 
interest. The former’s S.P.QJ1. though 
obscure, is soothing in its use of dark 
wood panelling and deep, smooth blue in 
the window panels. MctrJiVsIntelligence 
ServicelAM.T., a massive computer 
bank that has been “ravaged,” is a head- 
strong satire that when closely examined 
should succeed in creating some re- 
sponse in the viewer. 

However, the best pieces in the exhi- 
bition are by far Odenbach’s Vogel friss 
oderstirb, Vom Bruch’s Turgenjew and 
Doibovcn’s Ausichten <82>. Vogelfriss 
oder slirb is a two-screen video installa-

tion. At first, the installation is confusing 
for each screen is split down its respec- 
tive middle. Different images appear in 
each split, making effectively four 
screens to regard. On the large screen is 
the inspiration for the title — a mass cock- 
fight — but in such an extreme close-up 
that one can discern only feathers and 
menacing movement. Throughout this 
scene, the soundtrack plays back the 
hyper cocks’ panicked clucking...but 
then things quickly change. The video is 
now run in slow motion and the animal 



hysteria fades into a soothing opera. This 
powerful juxjaposition reveals how eas- 
ily video and film can be manipulated to 
create a desired effect — and echoes of 
Nazi film propaganda arc brought to 
mind. 

But this is only half the installation! 
The facing screen shows famous faces 
from German and then world history 
(Bismarck, J.F.K.) while in its split, 
human violence and war images move 
independendy. The aural accompani- 
ment includes a young girl chanting inno- 
cently. And when one considers the 



carefully timed interaction of both 
screens, the entire piece is a sensory 
overload that disturbs all concentrating 
viewers. 

Klaus Vom Bruch’s Turgenjew is yet 
another installation that uses video to 
unbalance the viewer. Three television 
screens arc set off- balance on the floor 
while a different man’s face looks out of 
each one. The play with light on their 
faces, their macabre, surreal expressions 
and die total lack of sound, even while 
one talks, all add up to an alienating,

sinister and almost frightening effect 
upon the viewer. And when one consid- 
ers the dircc satellite disks facing the 
screens, the suspicion that these men arc 
being controlled by senseless ahuman 
machines is incredible indeed. 

The third extrordinary installation 
makes use of rcpclidon ad nauscum to 
astound all who encounter it. Around the 
walls, an old black and white print of a 
youthful German sailor sits above an at- 
tractive painting of a 19th century pas- 
senger steamship, while below these lies 
the sailor’s weekly log. Yet the log is 
strange: upon closer inspection, one sees 
that every line is filled by the same mean- 
ingless scribble, and the same is on every 
log. Repcdtion creating meaningless- 
ness on such a level is, well, a sight to 
behold. 

Overall, Blicktpunktc is a definitely 
German multidisplinary event that must 
be encountered to be appreciated. Of 
course, as with all art, concentration, 
engagement and an open mind arc 
needed to get beyond the superficial at- 
traction of the artists’ work. This requires 
patience, and therefore time. But you 
could do a lot worse than than marvel at 
animated potatoes. 

Blicklpunkte will be on display unlit 
February. It is co-produced by the 
Goethelnstitute, which will feature addi- 
tional films and displays.

Casting Evil Spirits

The can advertised as the Silver 
Bullet could soon be stocked in 
Concordia University bars. 

Student council co-prcsidcnl 
Melodic Sullivan boosted the spir- 
its of anti-Coors bear drinkers 
Thursday when she announced that 
a motion to ban the brew from 
campus pubs will be brought for- 
ward next week. 

The council’s executive board 
overturned a three-year Coors 
boycott by a 7-3 vote in August. 

“In good faith, we’re making 
the assumption that the board was 
not intentionally trying to slip one 
past us (this summer),” said Con- 



cordia Women’s Collective mem- 
ber Charlene Nero. The club has 
gathered some 600 signatures in a 
petition calling for die rc-instatc- 
ment of the ban. 

Nero said if all else fails the next 
step is encouraging students to hit 
the council’s pockctbook by drink- 
ing off campus. And activists arc 
now also collecting thc500 names 
needed to call a binding referen- 
dum on the boycott. 

The Coors family is perhaps 
best known for co-founding and 
funding the American right-wing 
think tank The Heritage Founda- 
tion. 

Following the election of Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan in 1980 the 
foundation released its “Mandate

• In the 1920s, the Ku Klux Klan held meetings and cross- 
burning ceremonies on the Coors brewery property in Golden, 
Colorado with the permission of family patriarch Adolph; 

• Chicano groups first called for a boycott of Coors products in 
1966 over racist hiring policies; 

• Soon afterwards, Coors donated a helicopter to the Denver 
Police Department. It was used to patrol the city’s Chicano barrios 
and black neighbourhoods; 

• Distributors have historically been forced to sign contracts 
binding them to use scabs in the event of strikes; 

•From 1967 to ’72, Joseph Coors was a regen tat the University 
of Colorado, where he fought distribution of birth control informa- 
tion and opposed the existence of black and Mexican student 
groups. When the student newspaper criticized his views, Joseph 
funded another; 

• Joseph Coors supported the presidential candidacy of Ronald 
Reagan for over two decades and was rewarded with a spot in Re- 
agan’s kitchen cabinet — a group of millionaire advisors; 

• In 1970 the Colorado Civil Rights Commission found the 
company guilty of racial discrimination; 

• The shenanigans of former Coors attorney Irwin Lenten as- 
sured the elimination of load limits from contracts, making driving 
more hazardous for truckers; 

• In 1973, Joseph Coors and Paul Wcyrich established The 
Heritage Foundation. The right-wing think tank’s mandate in- 
cluded knocking down government regulations which interfered 
with business profit-making, cutting back programs to the needy, 
revoking affirmative action and abolishing the minimum wage; 

• Coors bankrolled the campaign of Ann Burford (or Gorsuch) 
for the Colorado State Legislature in the early 1970s. Once in, she 
helped revoke hazardous waste regulations. (Reagan later re- 
warded B urford with the directorship of the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency. She was forced to resign over allegations die agency 
was playing politics with hazardous waste); 

• Coors has destroyed 19 of its workers’ unions in the past 20 
years; 

• In 1977 workers went on strike over lie detector tests and the 
search and seizure of employees’ personal effects by the Coors’ 
private police force. The local was decertified 18 months later in 
a vote in which strikers were disenfranchised; 

• That same year Coors settled a racial discrimination suit with 
the U.S. Equal Employment Opportunity Commission. The com- 
pany paid thousands of dollars in back pay and was forced to rchire 
several workers; 

• Coors also founded the Mountain States Legal Foundation, a 
pro-nuclear group representing companies suing to mine or log 
wilderness areas; 

• Coors opposed the Equal Rights Amendment, which would 
have entrenched die rights of women in die American constiludon; 

• Coors contributed heavily to campaigns which brought about 
the defeat of bolde recycling legislation; 

• The family also regularly contributes money to the recently 
disbanded Moral Majority, the right-wing John Birch Society, and 
senators opposing black studies programs and affirmative action; 

• During die U.S. government hearings into the acdons of 
former Marine Oliver North, Joseph Coors tesdfied dial he had 
illegally funnelled money to die American-backed Nicaraguan 
contra guerrillas.

for Leadership... A Blueprint for a 
Conservative Government.’' It rec- 
ommended guldng the U.S. Na- 
tional Labour Relations Board, 
eliminating workplace health and 
safety protccdons, abolishing mini- 
mum wage, cutting social services, 
destroying the Environmental Pro- 
tccuon Agency, inccascd arms 
spending, overthrowing the Nica- 
raguan government and propping 
up the whilcs-only South African 
regime. 

The company was twice con- 
victed of racist hiring procedures 
and is notorious for its union-bust- 
ing activities and interference in 
the private lives of its employees 
(see sidebar). 

Ina 1984 speech, William Coors 
told minority business owners that 
blacks “lack the intellectual capac- 
ity to succeed, and it’s taking diem 
down the lubes... One of die best 
things they (slave traders) did for 
you is to drag your ancestors over 
here in chains.” 

Molson brews Coors in Canada 
and sent regional sales manager 
Hugh Bray to the August council 
meeting. Bray argued the Coors 
company has changed under the

Radio refuses to run anti-beer ad 

A Canadian union is catling for a Coors boycott for different reasons. 

The corporate merger of Molson and Carling O'Keefe breweries will cost 
1,400 jobs and seven plant closures in the next two years. The newly-created 
supercompany Molson Breweries has offered a severance package for employ- 
ees who leave, but the National Union of Provincial Government Employees 
(NUPGE) says workers should be transferred to the remaining planlj which will 
be expanding production. 

The labour group is urging consumers to switch to brands Molson doesn't 
brew. 

But a campaign to publicize the boycott in Ontario ran into a snag this 
summer when radio stations refused to run the spot. 

Union officials say broadcasters are afraid of losing advertising revenues. 

About 10 stations said no the ad, claiming to be leery of the phrase “screw 
the severance", or saying they were worried about possible legal problems. 



Here's the ad: 

Raucus game show music. Applause.

Fomcniors of die socialist revo- 
lution can be happy that Librairie 
Pathfinder, which both sells and 
publishes books, has just rc-opcned 
its doors after a brief closing and 
relocation. 

^ According to Montréal volun- 
teers Michel Dugré and Sylvie 
Charabin, the bookstore was in 
operation at its previous location 
on Papineau for some time before it 
took on the Pathfinder name. 

"We were carrrying mostly 
Pathfinder books previously, " 
Charabin said, “we wanted to re- 
flect the views that name gets 
across." 

Forty-five Pathfinder book- 
stores across six countries form a 
world-wide network. Their main 
publishing house is in New York 
City, and they have locations in 
Sweden, England, Australia, and 
New Zealand. There are presently 
two in Canada, in Toronto and 
Montréal, and a third store in the 
works in Vancouver. 

About three years ago, various 
stores carrying Pathfinder books 
decided to form a chain, adopting 
their publishing name. 

Charabin said Padifindcr is of- 
ten willing to print a few works in 
many different languages. Most of 
Pathfinder’s 150 publications are 
in English; about 15 in Spanish; a 
few in French, Swedish and Ice- 
landic, and one in Farsi. 

“If they have the resources to 
print a piece, they are willing,” 
Charabin 

Pathfinder books haveone thing 
in common: they arc written about 
and by leaders of movements call- 
ing for social action and change. 
Topics covered range from world- 
wide labour struggle to local 
women’s issues. 

The Pathfinder company aims 
to provide original documents by 
revolutionary leaders. Many works 
arc interviews with or speeches by 
persons like Fidel Castro, Ché 
Guevara, and Malcolm X— Path- 
finder is the largest publisher of 
nine works by Malcolm X. 

Limited advertising revenue 
forces Pathfinders to seek their 



readers out, sometimes on the 
streets. As Charabin explained," Wc 
arc unique but at the same time like 
others in our chain in that wegoout 
into the street to sell, and some- 
times sell more outside the store 
than inside. 

“We go to plant gates, subway 
stations, markets, even door-to- 
door. Wc want to go where the 
workers are, where there arc yoiing 
people and those who are thinking 
politically. We want to fight injus- 
tice and aim at the victims of soci- 
ety that have to fight for à better 
system.” 

The bookstore also houses the 
compiled documents of the Com- 
munist International Party under 
Lenin, an important part of the 
history of the socialist movement. 

The bookstore also actively 
distributes The Militant , a weekly 
newspaper published in English in 
the United Slates. The Militant's 
offshoot paper Leperspeclivamun- 
dial is published monthly in Span- 
ish, and the Lutte Ouvrière is a 
French quartcrly.Lur/e ispublished 
in Canada and carries specialized 
articles following the labour move- 
ment here. 

Theoretical works arc also avail- 
able at the bookstore. The New 
International, a theoretical Marx- 
ist magazine is also published by 
Pathfinder. To date, six editions 
have appeared in English and three 
in French. 

Pathfinder tries to engage a 
university audience by setting up 
literature tables and by sponsoring 
lectures to tour the university cir- 
cuit For instance, Carlos Tablada, 
a Cuban economist, will be touring 
Canada to launch his new book 
after the international conference 
on Cubain Halifax this November. 

Pathfinder' s present location is 
on 6566 St. Laurent. However, 
selections of their works may be 
found at other bookstores in Mon- 
tréal: Coles, Paragraphe, Lexis, 
Prospcro, Academic, and Libera- 
tion Books. Their official hours are 
Fridays 12h-19h and Saturday, 
1 Oh-17 h, but an appointment may 
be made to see the store anytime by 
calling 273-2503.
